Terre Haute, Ind., Nov. 4.—Nearly 
twenty speeches were made Thursday 
by Senator Charles W. Fairbanks in 
w estern Indiana, beginning at Bloom­ 
ington in the morning and concluding 
with a large and enthusiastic evening 
meeting at Terre Haute. College dem­ 
onstrations were notable features of 
the day’s tour, students turning out in 
large numbers at Bloomington, Green- 
castle and Crawfordsville. 
During the 
day the senator was accompanied by 
Captain William E. English of Indi­ 
anapolis, and a part of the time by 
Congressman Charles B Landis. 
A Canard Exploded. 
Ih a brief speech at Newport Sena­ 
tor Fairbanks took occasion to deny 
a published report that In the event 
of the Democrats carrying the Indiana 
legislature, he would refrain from qual­ 
ifying as vice president. If elected, and 
would remain in the senate. 
*T observe,” he said, “that some 
speculation It indulged in as to wheth­ 
er I will qualify as vice president in 
the event the Democrats should carry 
the legislature of Indiana. 
The con­ 
tingency of a Democratic party in the 
legislature is so remote that such spec­ 
ulation is Idle. 
It is unnecessary for 
me to say to you. my friends, that, hav­

Her head and face had been crushed 
by a blow from a blunt instrument. 
From one wound the brains were ooz­ 
ing. another blow had crushed her jaw­ 
bone, knocked out several teeth and a 
triangular section of the jaw itself. 
From the place where the body was 
found a bloodstained trail marked the 
path along which the body had been 
dragged. 
Along this trail were found 
the imprint of heavy boots, apparently 
those of the murderer. 
No other in­ 
juries were found on the body except 
the wounds on the head. 
It is believed the girl was waiting 
for a Winton Road car when attacked. 
A streetcar transfer punched at 9:40 
p. m. was found tightly clutched in her 
hand, which roughly indicates the time 
of her death. 
The dead girl was a 
member of the Episcopal church choir 
at Winton Place and highly respecta­ 
ble. 
Last night Conductor Frank Limle 
told the police that Alma Steinway, 
the murdered girl, got on his car Wed­ 
nesday night at Knowlton corner, ac­ 
companied by a man. The couple rode 
to Winton Road and got off. 
He said 
the man had frequently ridden with 
Miss Steinway. 
Limle said the man 
was about thirty-eight years old and 
that he could Identify him if he saw 
him again. 
There is a striking similarity in the 
murder of Miss Steinway to that of 
Louise Mueller, whose mutilated body 
was found a month ago about a half- 
mile from where the body of Miss 
Steinway was found, and Chief of De­ 
tectives Crawford is of the opinion 
that one man committed both deeds.

IN A H A Y W A G O N 


Baldwin’s Airship Concluded Its Flight 
Ingloriously, 
St. Louis. Nov. 4.—The airship of 
Captain T. S. Baldwin, which sudden­ 
ly slipped away Wednesday night as 
it was being towed in from the country 
to the aeronotic concourse, was found 
sixteen miles west of St. Louis. 
It 
was unharmed by its wild night flight 
save for two small rents in the gas­ 
bag, which Captain Baldwin stated 
could be repaired in half an hour. 
When the Arrow escaped there was 
Just enough gas to lift the craft well 
off the ground. 
Inventor Baldwin ex­ 
pressed his belief at the time that the 
cold night air would condense the gas 
rapidly and cause the airship to come 
down in the vicinity of St. Louis. Af­ 
ter floating in tue wind for sixteen 
miles the airship came down to within 
a short distance of the ground and her 
anchor rope became entangled in the 
dead limb of a tree. 
This served as 
an anchor and the airship was found 
so moored in a cornfield by farmers. 
Word reached Baldwin last evening 
that his airship had been found. 
He 
and Aeronaut Knabenshue hurried to 
the scene in an automobile, and were 
rejoiced to find the aerial craft unin­ 
jured with the exception of two slight 
tears in the balloon. 
The balloon was deflated and the air­ 
ship was loaded onto a hay wagon and 
brought back to the exposition aero­ 
drome.
